A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


Record interest totaling $100 million has been earned on the investment of 
idle state funds over the past five years. This peak in interest earnings for Mis- 
souri government was reached in transactions completed by the Office of State 
Treasurer on January 31, 1978. 

A breakdown of interest receipts shows clearly the heavy increase of state 
funds deposited in Missouri banks since 1973. Interest payments to state gov- 
ernment and sources from which they were received are as follows: 

(1) $79 million—paid by Missouri banks, 

(2) $21 million—paid by the federal government. 

Before this administration took office in 1973 and revised the investment 
practices of state government, a total of 75 percent of all state funds was in- 
vested in federal securities. The penalty of that former practice was to withhold 
millions of state dollars from the economy of Missouri, surrendering them to 
the use of the federal government. 

The Office of State Treasurer will continue the revised policy of keeping 
Missouri money in Missouri banks to provide deposits for loans, thus boosting 
local community commerce and helping maintain a stable rate of employment.
